GERMANY IS RELYING

According to Chancellor 
von Hertling — Situation 
Clouded as to Future Peace 
Meetings—Entente Allies 
May Recognize Bolshevik 
Regime. 


New York, January 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Although the peace con-

Bolsh@vik government and the central 
powers was due to reconvene Friday, 
no news has come through indicating 
whether the meeting took place. Nei- 
ther have there been any advices as to 
whether the difficulties in the way of 
reaching an agreement have been sur- 
mounted or if concessions by either 
side, making possible further negotia- 
tions, are intended. 


Dissatisfaction with the proposals of i 


the central powers apparently does not 
obtain solely on the side of the Bol- 
shevik government, but exists among 
the delegates of the central] powers as 
well. Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey 
are asserted to have disagreed with the 
domineering attitude of the Germans 
at the Brest-Litovsk conference, where 
they posed as conquerors, while their 
allied delegates evinced an eager de- 
sire for peace and a disposition to com- 
promise. 

The attitude of the German social- 
ists against the demands of the central 
powers, especially those providing for 
the retention of Poland, 


has forced the imperial chancellor to 
refer to the situation before the main 
committee of the reichstag. The chan- 
cellor’s statement, however, was mere- 
ly a platitude and gave no inkling -as 
to what Germany's future intentions in 
the premises were, ahd even left to the 
under-secretary for foreign affairs the 
task of outlining in the most perfunc- 
tory style the trend of the negotiations 
up to the time that the recess was taken 
at Brest-Litovsk.

BROTHERHOOD CHIEFS 
CONFER WITH M’ADOO 


Solution Planned of Labor 
Questions Affecting the 
Railroads — McAdoo Says 
the Railway Workers Are 
Showing Spirit of Co-op- 
eration. 


Washington, January 4.—Legislation 
to regulate the government operation 
of railroads and to guarantee the capr- 
riers compensation on the basis of their 
average operating income for the last 
three years was asked of congress to- 
day by President Wilson in an address 
to both houses in joint session. Bills 
embodying his recommendations, and 
carrying an appropriation of a half 
| billion dollars as a “revolving fund” 
| were introduced immediately and an at- 
tempt will be made to rush them to 
prompt passage. 

While the presidents address met 
with general approval among demo- 
crats and republicans alike, opposition 
| is expected to develop over a provision 
in the administration bill that federal 
control shall continue after the war 
indefinitely, or until congress orders 
otherwise, and over details of the com- 
pensation basis. 

Board to Settle Wage Demands. 

While the legislative wheels were set 
moving, Director General McAdoo spent 
a busy day planning a solution of labor 
questions with heads of the four rail- 
way brotherhoods, and finally decided 
to refer the brotherhoods’ pending de- 
mands for a general wage increase to 
an advisory board of four members to 
be appointed by him in a few days. 
This board will investigate all phases 
of the demands, and 
course to Mr. McAdoo and his decision 
will be effective as to Wages from 
January 1. 

The plan willaffect immediately only 
the wage requests of the brotherhoods, 
but demands which may be made later 
|by other classes of organized labor 
i probably will be handled in the same 
way, Mr. McAdoo reserving the right 
ee make what ever decision he chooses 
without regard to recommendation of 
the advisers. 

Some increases, both ta the brother- 
hoods and to other railway labor, are 
generally considered certain. The di- 
rector general in a statement tonight 
pomised every employee that “his 
rights and interests will be justly dealt 
with’ and appealed for a hearty spirit 
of enthusiasm and co-operation from 
every man. 

Efforts to speed up the movement of 
coal and other freftght continued today 
along with the legislative and labor 
phases of the railway movement, and 
special orders were issued promising 
that 500 more cars shall be furnished 
daily to certain specified bituminous 
and anthracite mines, mainly in Penn- 
syivania. for. supplying New England. 

These problems forced Mr. McAdoo to 
postpone until tomorrow action on east- 
ern passenger traffic officials’ recom- 
mendations for curtailment of passen- 
ger schedules, but he is expected to 
issue orders then for abandonment of 
a number of trains and elimination of 
parlor and sleeping cars to a great ex- 
tent.

Referring to his negotiations with 
the brotherhood chiefs yesterday and 
today, the director general tonight is- 
sued a statement saying:

President Urges the House 
Leaders to Pass Measure 
to Develop Enormous Re- 
sources Annually Going for 
Naught. 


PLAN WOULD SAVE FUEL 
AND HEL” RAILROADS 


Secretaries Lane, Baker and 
Houston Urge the Legisla- 
tion--House Leaders Agree 
to Push Measure Wanted 
by President. 


Washington, January 4.—President 
Wilson laid before a conference of 
house leaders tonight the draft of a 
bill designed to establish a definite 
legislative policy to develop the na- 
tion’s water power, 35,000,000 horse 
power, of which is estimated by gov- 
ernment engineers to be wasted an- 
nually. The result of the conference 
was a plan to create a special commit- 
tee of the house to take over all juris- 
diction of water power problems now 
dealt with by various committees, and 
to pass the president’s bill promptly 
in the house and send it to'the senate 
with the administration’s support be- 
hind it. 

The president told the conference of 
his interest in water power legislation 
and urgent hope that both houses 
would speedily enact the new measure, 
drawn by the interior, war and agri- 
cultural departments. He said the bill 
was designed to reconcile divergent 
views which have interfered with ne- 
cessary legislation. 

The bill follows closely the provisions 
of the Ferris bill, which has twice 
passed the house®@ but failed through 
opposition in the senate. Participants 
in the conferenc@gexpressed the view 
that with unified house support and 
with the stamp of the president’s ap- 
proval, favorable action in the senate 
now was to be expected. 

Plan Would Save Fuel. 

The president submitted to the con- 
ferees a report signed by Secretaries 
Lane, Baker and Houston, which close 
‘with this statenient: 


“We believe that some such lezisla- 
tion as is here proposed, if enacted. 
‘would mean the early development of 
@ considerable portion of our water 
power resources, with a resultant sav- 
ing in fuel and a considerable lessen- 
ing of the present demand on our 
trarisportation facilities caused by the

“~Tfhe iF provides for a commission 
to- be composed of the se¢retaries of 
War, interior and agriculture. It pro- 
poses to lease the water power privil- 
eges on public lands, Indian lands, na- 
tional forests and in navigable streams 
for not exceeding fifty years, when the 
project may be taken over by the 
United States, again leased to the orig- 
inal lessee or leased to a new lessee. 
All property owned and held By the 
licensee at the expiration of the lease, 
valuable and serviceable in the devel-° 
opment or distribution of power, to- 
gether with any locks or other aids 
to navigation constructed by~-the les- 
see, may be taken over by the govern- 
ment upon the payment of the fair 
value, not to exceed the actual cost of 
the property taken plus such reason- 
able damages, as may be caused by the 
separation of the property not taken. 
Provision is made for regulation by 
the federal water power commission of 
interstate power and power in any 
state where no state regulation is to 
be had.

HARDWICK 10 OPPOSE 
CHAMBERLAIN BILL 


Writes Augusta Rotary Why 
He Is Against Compulsory 
Military Training. 


Augusta, Ga., January 4.—(Special.)— 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick will fight 
the Chamberlain universa! training bill, 
so declaring himself in a letter to the 
Rotary club, of Augusta. Some weeks 
ago the Rotary club passed resolutions 
indorsing the Chamberlain bill, and the 
@ecretary, Maurice E. Dyess, was re- 
quested to forward copies to Augusta’s 
immediate representatives in Washing- 
* ton. 

At the meeting of the club yesterday 
replies were read from Congressman 
Vinson and Senators Smith and Hard- 
wick. The two first mentioned ex- 
pressed thanks for the expression to 
them of sentiment in the club and prom- 
ised to give the matter their most 
eareful consideration. 

Senator Hardwick, though, replied at 
length, stating that he is opposed to 
legislation along the line of the Cham- 
berlain bill and expressing his deter- 
mination to fight it, saying, among 


other things: 

“T am opposed to the compulsory military 
service proposition. I am Opposed to it be- 
cause it can be of no present avail in help- 
ing us to win this war, and, therefore, 
must stand on its own merits utterly dis- 
connected with this war. I am opposed to 
it on genera! grounds because it tends to 
bulld up and establish permanently and pro- 
gressively a system and spirit of militarism 
that is both offensive and dangerous to 
eivil liberty, and it is utterly inconsistent 
with the fundamental! principles upon which 
rest the liberties of thia republic and the 

om o7 its peoples, 

"TT am especially opposed to It because It 
cannot be applied to the country as a whole 
without endangering the supremacy of the 
Caucasian contro! in the south, for it is 
unreasonable to expect that ten mililon ne- 
groes can be trained to arms without ut- 
terly destroying that submissive and con- 
tented spirit which that race takes and ac- 
cepts the subordinate position which it must 
eccupy unless the south is to be hybridized 
and mongrelized. In my opinion, no south- 
ern white man can conscientiously favor a 
general system of military training, com- 
pulsory alike on whites and blacks through- 
out the country. 

“In this connection, permit me to sug- 
gest that less than two years ago I offered 
in the senate and had adopted by that body 
@ proposal which would have served the in- 
terest of the country, and fully protected it 
from the dangers that grow out of a com- 

lete absence of military training among 
ts citizens, without being subject to the se- 
rious objections that I have pointed out 
to genera! compulsory military training. 

“That proposal was that we establish an 
eptional system of military training in our 
schools, none of the schools being required 
te establish such training except with their 
ewn free consent, and the government not 
being required to establish such training in 
eases where they did not care to do so. 
This pian would have given an adequate 
training of our youth in that period in life 
when the training could be gtven and re- 
ceived with the least possibie interference 
with business and industry, and sufficient 
administrative leeway would have been al- 
lowed us to avoid the difficulties and dan- 
gers of the race problem in the south to 
which I have made allusion. 

“My proposal was adopted by the senate 
by an overwhelming majority in spite of 
the administration and the war department, 
but it was emasculated and ruined in con- 
ference under the influence of the war de- 
partment. 

“If Senator Chamberlain presents the 
measure to which you refer, I shall offer 
again my proposal as a substitute there- 
for, and I earnestly commend the consid- 
eration of its merits to your organization.”’

GRYING FOR COAL 
N STATE OF COAL 


Pennsylvania Appeals to 


Government to Prevent 


Further Suffering—Suffer- 
ing Acute in New York. 


Philadelphia, January 4—Pennsylva- 


nia, which produces 47 per cent of the 
coal output of the United States, to- 


day appealed, througt’ its federal fuel 


administrator, to the government to 
save it further suffering due to the 
searcity of coal to the consumers. 

The appeal contained what amounted 
to a protest against alleged discrim- 
ination and a protest against the fed- 
eral government sending anthracite 
coal to camps and government plants 
to the south and southwest, where it 
says fuel can be had from local fields. 

William Potter, former ambassador 
to Italy and federal fuel administra- 
tor for Pennsylvania, made public the 
appeal he sent to Dr.” H. A. Garfield, 
the national administrator. 

The railroad congestion in and about 
Philadelphia is the worst in many 
years, due to the long-continued 
cold weather. 

In order to further conserve the coal 
supply Mr. Potter tonight ordered six 
lightless nights in Philadelphia instead 
of two. Lighting on Saturday nights 
is permitted under certain restrictions. 

From different parts of the state 
came reports of fuel shortage. Potts- 
ville, which ia built over rich beds of 
coal, faces a famine, while nearby rail- 
road: classifeation yards are crowded 
with loaded coal cars destined for other 
points. Industries in a number of cit- 
es fringing the anthracite fields are 
closed down or about to suspend for 
lack of fuel. 

In Philadelphia there were renewed 
raids on side-tracked coal trains. Twen- 
ty-six public schools were closed for 
lack of heat. 

Production of anthracite today was 
up to between 70 and 75 per cent of 
the maximum output, according to a 
statement of the anthracite operators’ 
committee. 


SUFFERING ACUTE 


IN NEW YORK CITY. 

New York, January 4.—Refusa] of 
New Jersey fuel admnistrators late to- 
day to permit truck loads of coal to be 
brought across the Hudson river to 
New York on ferry boats, thereby cut- 
ting off about 17 per cent of the city’s 
supply, added another complication to 
a fuel shortage semi-officially char- 
acterized as desperate. Despite con- 
centrated efforts to relieve the situa- 


tion, the city today experenced its 
worst dstress since the extreme cold 


weather began a week ago. An exodus 
to Florida and other southern states 
and the movement of many families 
from apartment houses to hotels is re- 
ported as one resuit of the situation. 


Aside from continued widespread 
suffering in the homes of rich and poor 
alike, so serious was the coal short- 
age that many large office buildings 
will close tomorrow, according to 
Reeve Schley, county fuel administra- 
tor, unless supplies reach the city dur- 
ing the night. The Union Trust com- 
pany and New York Life buildings 
closed today, and lacking fresh sup- 

lies of fuel, he said, the Western 
jnion, the Empire, the Stewart, New 
York Sun and Adams Express build- 
ings will close tomorrow. 

Use of the Pennsylvania tunnels un- 
der the Hudson river 
into the city has aided somewhat in 
relieving districts in Brooklyn and 
Long Island, but has not accomplished 
as much as was expected. Approxi- 
mately 5,700 tons went through the 
tunnels last night. 

The greatest problem again tonight 
was the freezir of coal laden barges 
from the packed ice floes. A fleet of 
government tugs battled all day to 
clear a passage.

ARTILLERY BUSY, 
FRENCH REPORT. 


Paris, January 4.—Violent artillery 
fighting on the Champagne and Verdun 
fronts is reported in today's official 
communication. A German attack in 
upper Alsace was repulsed. Eight Ger- 
man airplanes and a captive balloon 
were brought to earth yesterday. 

The statement follows: 

“During the night the Germans un- 
dertook several raids on small posts 
in the region of Juvincourt, but obtain- 
ed no success. In the Champagne and 
on the right bank of the Mate, east 
of Hill 344 (Verdun front) there was 
violent artillery fighting fora time. In 
upepr Alsace a German attack near 
Aspach was repulsed completely. The 
Germans suffered appreciable losses 
and left prisoners and a machine gun 
in our hands. 

“On January 3 French pilots brought 
down two German airplanes and a cap- 
tive balloon. Six other machines fell 
within the German lines after aerial 
combats. On the same day French 
equadrons bombed the factories at Rom- 
bach and railway stations’ at Metz- 
Sablons, Conflans and Arnaville. In 
the course of these expeditions pro- 
jectiles weighing 7,500 kilograms were 
dropped.”

- Fuel Will Be Based on the 


Card System in Atlanta 
During Winter. 


SS — 


Realizing that the nation-wide 
scarcity of coal makes it improbable 
that Atlanta will receive at any time 
this winter a full supply for her nor- 
mal needs, Henry B. Kennedy, local 
fuel administrator, wjll open a pri- 
ority bureau, at which persons wish- 
ing to buy ecoal wilf receive cards 
entitling them to priority deliveries 
from the different yards in the city, 
provided their actual need of the fuel 
is such as to justify the issuance of 
the card. This system will probably 
go into effect Monday morning. 

These cards will be issued in two 
classes, as follows: 

First—Sickness with no coal in the 
house. This to be established by 
an affidavit stating the facts, supple- 
mented either by the certificate of a 
reputable practicing physician .or by 
the signed statement of two neigh- 
bors. This permit will be a red card. 

Neo Coal on Hand. 

Second—No coal. This fact is to be 
' established by an affidavit of the ap- 
plicant certifying that he has no coal 
in the house and if he has an order 
out giving the names of the firm or 
firms with which he has placed an or- 
der or orders and how much in each 
case. This permit will be a blue card. 

In order to secure these cards it 
will be necessary for the applicant to 
come in person, or in the event of sick- 
ness to send a neighbor, who will 
make the affidavit for him. 

To facilitate the distribution of 
these orders several leading coal deal- 
ers, including R. O. Campbell Coal 
company, Atlantic Ice and Coal cor- 
poration, Randall Brothers and Burn- 
Well-Jellico Coal company, have 
agreed to be represented at the pri- 
ority bureau by some one who will di- 
rect the orders to a place where coal 
can be obtained. The administrator 
invites other dealers to join in this 
arrangement. 

Regulations for Peddlers. 

Mr. Kennedy has under consideration 
regulations f the sale of coal Dy 
peddlers. T plan is not yet perfect- 
ed and will require the co-operation 
of the mayor and general council, but 


the outlines are’as follows: | 

First—The city fuel administrator 
will issue without charge to peddlers 
a regular priority card by which they 
will be recognized at the coal yards. 
These cards will be issued at the pri- 
ority bureau and not at Mr. Kennedy's 
place of. business. 

Second—He will ask the mayor and 
council to adopt an ordinance  pre- 
scribing the size and kind of contain- 
er with which the peddlers shall de- 
liver coal with a suitable penalty for 
violation of the ordinance or for a 
charge exceeding the price fixed by 
the federal fuel administrator. 

Third—Mr. Kennedy will fix a price, 
on peddled coal at 65 cents per 

unds, or 35 cents for 50 pounds, 
ivered at the house. . 


Dally Reports Required. 

Mr. Kennedy, city fuel administra- 
tor, will at once promulgate a regu- 
lation requiring of all coal dealers a) 
daily report by 9 a» m of the ne | 
and kinds of coal on hand at each yard. 
This’ ‘regulation will be strictly en- 
forced hereafter. 

No announcement has as yet been 
made as to where the office of this 
priority bureau will be located, and it 
will probably be a day or two before 
the plan canbe put into operation. 
Phone calls at Mr. Kennedy’s place of 
business will be useless, as rules have 
been promulgated whereby only those 
appeals for coal which are made in 
writing will be attended to. 

The only coal in the city is the small 
suppy which arrives daily for a few 
of the dealers. This is sold in limited 
quantities to those who — for it 
first. No one is allowed more than 
500 pounds, and if the individual whe 
is entirely without coal wishes to buy 
some, the only method of procedure 
now open is for him to secure a de- 
livery wagon himself and go down to 
a yard where there is a supply and 
wait his turn.

Another war bill introduced today 
by Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, as 
a result of the committee’s investiga- 
tion of the system of army supply pur- 
chasing, would abolish the advisory 
committees of the Council of National 
Defense and prohibit civilians from 
serving the government under the ex- 
isting practice of $1 a year. The bill 
would amend the law creating the coun- 
cil and permit the president to appoint 
one advisory commission of seven 
— to serve without compensa- 
tion.

The attention of local boards should be 
immediately called to the fact that the entry 
of the registrant on the questionnaire of a 
claim of physical disqualification is not to 
construed as claim from which an ap- 
eal lies to the district board, from the re- 

1 of the loca) board to classify the regis- 
trant in class five ‘‘G.”’ Ap ls from claa- 
sification on physical grounds may be made 
as provided in sections 131 to 128 inclusive 
and not otherwise. 

Inspection of the methods and experi- 
ences of a number of local boards discloses 
that the boards are taking too technical a 
view of the perfection to be required in re- 
turned questionnaires. The questionnaire is 
to be regarded as a convenient method of 
assembling evidence upon which boards are 
to make classifications. Registrants should, 
ef course, be required to comply with the 
regulations in all essentials, but the inad- 
vertent failure to sign the registrant's name 
to any series should not be regarded as a 
fatal defect, unless the circumstances of 


the failure are stich as to put the board on 


suspicion. We must rely on common sense 
and not on too much technicality.

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THE RAILROAD MESSAGE. 


Once more, the president, in giving more 
definite expression of his policy with refer- 
ence to federal control of the railroads for 
the duration of the war, emphasizes the 
point that the government’s operation of the 
roads must be on a basis of just compensa- 
tion to the owners of the properties involved. 

In order to make good the government's 
guarantee to this end, President Wilson asks 
for legislation establish as a basis of 
compensation the average t operating 
income of the various railroads Wuring the | 
last three years preceding June 30, 1917. 

The president argues with his customary 
clearness and force that it is a matter of 
national necessity that the “complete mobil- 
ization of the whole resources of America, 
by as rapid and effective means as can be 
found,” be procured, saying— 


“Transportation supplies all the arte- 
ries of mobilization. Unless it be under 
a single and unified direction, the whole 
process of the nation’s action is embar- 
rassed. ° 

“Only under government adminis- 
{ration can an absolutely unrestricted 
and unembarrassed common use be made 
of all.tracks, terminals, terminal facili- 
and equipment of every kind.” 


ties 
In asking prompt legislation by congress 
he says: 

“Only under that authority can new 
terminals be constructed and developed 
without regard to the requirements or 
limitations of particular roads. But un- 
der government administration ail these 
things will be possible—not instantly, 
but as fast as practical difficulties, which 
cannot be merely conjured away, give 
way before the new management.” 

But it is of primary importance, in taking 
this essentially drastic step, and, as he 


puts it,— 

“right and necessary that the owners and 
creditors of the railways, the holders of 
their stocks and bonds, should receive 
from the government an unqualified 
Zuarantee that their properties will be 
maintained throughout the period of fed- 
eral control in as good repair and as com- 
plete equipment as at present, and that 
the several roads will receive under fed- 
eral management such compensation as is 
equitable and just alike to their owners 
and to the general public.” 

Nothing could be more in conflict with 
the principles upon which the republic is 
founded than for the government to take 
over the operation and control of the rail- 
roads upon any basis other than one that 
provides for fair returns to the owners of 
the property, and the president, realizing 
the dangers in the situation, has gone out of 
his way to emphasize the importance of a 
square deal. 

The president states very clearly that 
while the first duty now confronting the 
government is “to make certain that noth- 
ing stands in the way of the successful 
prosecution of the great war— 


“it is at the same time under an ob- 
ligation of publie conscience and of pub- 
lic honor that the private interests we 
disturb should be kept safe from unjust 
injury, and it is of the utmost conse- 
quence to the government itself that all 
great financial operations should be sta- 
bilized and co-ordinated with the finan- 


cial operations of the government.” 

No “fundamental industrial values,” he 

says— 
“should anywhere be unnecessarily im- 
paired. In the hands of many thousands 
of small investors in the country, as well 
as in the national banks, in insurance 
companies, in savings banks, in trust 
companies, in financial agencies of every 
kind, railway securities, the sum total 
of which runs up to some ten or eleven 
thousand millions, constitute a vital part 
of the structure of credit, and the un- 
questioned solidity of that structure must 
' be maintained.” 

One of the things this government al- 
ways has stood for, and always will stand 
for, is the protection of the property rights 
ra its citizens; and the president’s address 
to congress, following and reiterative of the 
principles enunciated in his original procla- 

; mation, is going to have a wonderfully reas- 
| suring effect upon the country as a whole.

THE WAY IN THE WEST. 


Last Sunday the governor of the state of 
Washington was the chief orator at a great 
celebration marking the completion of the 
last link in a 112-mile stretch of hard-surfaceé 
road in that state, forming a part of the 
great Pacific highway system, completed, 
under construction or proposed from the 
British Columbia border to the Mexican line, 

The favorite highway surfacing material 
in Washington is concrete, and during 1917 
a total of more than 273 miles of concrete 
highway were constructed in that state; 


and, according to the press of Washington, | 


they have only just begun to build highways 


out there! 


Concrete has been thoroughly tested by 
county and state road officials of the state, 
and experience with it has been so uni- 
formly satisfactory that during the last year 
more miles of concrete highway surfacing 
were laid than of dil other forms of road 
surfacing combined; and there are now in 
place or under contract there 3,760,297 
square vards of concrete road paving, all of 
which has been laid or contracted for since 
1909. 

Washington now has a total of 410 miles 
of hard-surface highways, of which 273 miles 
are paved with concrete. Figures compiled 
by the state highway engineers show that 
fourteen counties of seventeen using paving 
material of any kind have used concrete, 
and seven of those fourteen have used noth- 
ing else. 

Of all of the Pacific coast states Califor- 
nia, of course, leads in the matter of high- 
way construction—in fact, that state leads 
all states of the union. But every one of the 
western states is making a specialty of good 
roads. They have found that nothing else 
they have ever done has contributed so di- 
rectly and so forcefully to their development. 
It used to be that poptilation brought good 
roads. Those states have found that good 
roads bring population, and population of 
the most desirable quality. 

The same rule could be made to work as 
well in the south as in any other part of the 
country.

monia, if attacked. And also it reduces his 
hazard of contracting the disease. 

The commissioner of health of New 
York recently issued a warning to the public 
against health-law violations which render 
people liable both to attack and to conquest 
by pneumonia, and which is well worth 
consideration by folk everywhere, irrespect- 
ive of geography—and of season, for that 
matter. Epitomized, what this authority 
has to say seems to embody about all that 
any of them can say, so dim is the light they 
are able to throw upon this malignant, quick- 
acting disease: 

“The body should be neither overheat- 
ed nor chilled. When the person is fa- 
tigued, special care should be taken not 
to expose one’s self to infection of any 
kind. : 

“Alcoholic beverages should be 
shunned. The mortality among drink- 
ing men is twice as great as that among 
abstainers.” 


Physicians generally agree that avoid- 


ance of pneumonia is the only sure way to 


safeguard against death by pneumonia; and 


avoidance, as the New York health commis- 


sioner makes clear, bespeaks temperance, 
moderation and the exercise of all-round 
horse sense 
living.

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PURINS, 

Scientifically trained physicians, whe 
know something about metabolism and its 
importance in disease, find it necessary in 
the successful management of many condi- 
tions like autointoxication, gout, Bright’s dis- 
ease, that tired feeling, run down condition, © 
nervousness, etc, to determine the “nitrogen 
balance.” That is to say, they estimate ac- 
curately the relative proportion of nitrogen- 
containing foods ingested, taken into the sys- 
tem, by the patient on a certain diet, and 
then compare this with thg total amount of 
nitrogen compounds eliniinated from the 
body. In health a definite balance is main- 
tained. In disease the balance is frequently 
upset, and needs careful adjustment. 

Purins are nitrogen-containing food ele- 
ments derived from cells or their ntiglei. 
Some foods are rich in purins, some foods 
are poor in purins and some foods contain no 
purins at all Purins, of course, are whole- 
some and essential in the diet of a normal 
individual. Still, a great deal of iliness is 
due to excessive purin intake, or in other 
words, to faulty nitrogen balance. 

Purin-containing foods are but one source 
of that notorious but not wholly pathological 
compound called uric acid. An indivitiual on 
a strictly purin-free diet still eliminates uric 
acid; it is present in the urine (not as uric 
acid but as a compound of uric acid) and in 
the blood. Uric acid is a normal substance 
in blood and in urine. Part of it is derived 
from the natural wear and tear of life, the 
utilization of tissue cells as fuel, for in- 
stance, for muscular work. 

In a healthy adult of average stature the 
normal amount of uric acid eliminated in the 
urine when a purin-free diet is taken ig be- 
tween 5 and 12 grains daily (0.3 to 0.6 grams). 
Under the same conditions the normal amount 
of uric acid in the blood is between one and 
two milligrams for each 100 cubic centime- 
ters. Without rigid control of the patient's 
diet for three days preceding the tests, the 
tests are worthless.

2. Cream or ordinary American cheeses, 
caviar, lettuce, radishes, cauliflower, celery, 
asparagus, string beans, potatoes, carrots.

3. Beef, veal, mutton, pork, tongue, brain, 
chicken, goose, venison, fish, oysters, crab, 
lobster, spinach, kohlrabi, peas, beans. 

Foods Very Rich in Purins. 

4. Sweetbreads, liver, kidney, herring, 
sardines, anchovies, bouillon. Beverages; tea, 
coffee, chocolate and cocoa contain a variety 
of purins which will not Produce uric acid. 
Beer contains an excess of uric-acid-produc- 
ing purins from the nucleic acid of yeast.

My baby, eleven months old, is bottle fed 
on undiluted cows’ milk. He is constantly 
troubled with constipation. Would it be 
wise to discontinue milk and feed other 
things? I have been forced to give various 
physics since he was three months old. (Mrs. 
J. M. F.) 

ANSWER—No wondéer the baby is consti- 
pated. His food is too digestible. For at 
least three months back you should have 
added fresh meat broths, thin well cooked 
cereal gruels, fresh fruit juice and stewed 
fruit pulp, and a few teaspoonfuls of anv 
vegetable every day, well cooked and 
strained through a seive. But let the fresh 
raw milk still be his chief food for another 
year.

Can you suggest any preventive or abor- 
tive treatment for styes which recur fre- 
quently? An oculist’s examination showed 
the vision normal, (A. R.) 

. ANSWER—Gently rub in some 1 
cent ointment of yellow owynide of mercury, or 
paint the surface with flexible collodion. If 
a stye is forming, keep hot compresses wet 
with sat ted boric acid solution applied. 
If pus apiears the sooner it is evacuated by 
lancing thé better. A course of autogenous

Decatur has recetved only six cars 
of coal since December 1, and there 
are said to be 100 families In the com- 
munity with neither coal nor wood. 
The situation ts very serious, a com- 
mittee of the Decatur board of trade 
reported Friday after a thorough inves- 
tigation. 7. 

While in Atlangm Thursday, State 
Fuel Administrator Hardman was seen 
by Dr. Wiley S. Ansley, administrator 
for Decatur, and Dr. Hardman promised 
to do all in his power to secure relief 
for the town. He issued a distress or- 
der for ten cars for immediate delivery 
and requested of the national fuel ad- 
ministrator that four cars of coal per 
week be routed to Decatur coal dealers 
for six weeks. It is believed by Dr. 
Ansley and the committee that this will 
relieve the situation, provided the coal 
is secured at omce. The board has ap- 
pealed by telegraph to Representative 
William Schley Howard to use his 
every endeavor to secure the fulfill- 
ment of Dr. Hardman’s request. 

“We are doing all in our power,” 
President W. EB. Richards, of the De- 
eatur board of trade, said, ‘to relieve 


the situation. A committee of the board 
composed of J. Farmer, Henry Rogers, 
coal dealers of Decatur, and L. J. Cas- 
sels, coal dealer and mayor or Kirk- 
wood; Mayor lL J. Steele, J. A. Hall 
and J. Howell Green are to meet in 
Decatur Monday afternoon to see what 
additional can be done. We are en- 
deavoring to secure wood from the 
country, but because of the lack of la- 
bor on the farms and the terrible con- 
ditions of the roads, little wood can 
be had.” 

Satisfactory arrangements have been 
made by Mayor Steele to secure a suf- 
ficient supply of coal for the Decatur 
waterworks plant to insure safety 
there, it was said Friday. The Decatur 
public schools have about three weeks’ 
supply of coal. The Scottdale mills, at 
Scottdale, has shut down its gin for 
the season because of the scarcity of 
coal, and has distributed hand bills 
over the county instructing farmers to 
carry their cotton to the Ingleside Gin 
company, at Ingleside.

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 17 to 24 points on relatively 
firm cables, Liverpool buying and cov- 
ering by some of yesteraay’s late sel- 
lers, who were probably disappointed 
that the break of yesterday afternoon 
had not brought in larger overnight 
selling orders. 

January sold up to 31.55 and May 
to 30.70 right after the cail, with ac- 
tive months generally showing net 
gains of 23 to 28 points. The market 
met realizing on this rally, while there 
was also considerable southern hedge 
selling and offerings became more ur- 
gent or aggressive when reports 
reached the ring that 150 mills in the 
Charlotte section had ciosed down.

New York, January 4.—There was a 
sharp advance in cotton last week. De- 
cember contracts maintained a large 
premium over January right up to the 
last moment, and as soon as trading 
in that delivery ceased, January moved 
up to December’s former position in 
relation to southern gpot markets. 

Late months felt the strength of the 
near positions, while reports of contin- 
ued drouth in the southwest seemed 
to create more demand for October, 
which had been selling at very big 
discounts compared with present crop 
deliveries. Buying was also encour- 
aged by the continued presence of 
trade demand around the ring, and by 
Thursday, January contracts had sold 
at 31.77 and March at 31.25, or more 


than 3 cents per pound above the re- 
cent low level. 

Realizing then became more active, 
while the market also seemed to run 
into increased hedge selling, and there 
were sharp reactions on reports that 
Carolina mills were -being forced to 
close owing to shortage of water. Later 
advices indicated that these mills would 
reopen Monday and a renewal of ac- 
tive trade buying gave the market a 
very firm undertone at the close of 
the week. 

Nearly all advices received from the 
south serve to emphasize unfavorable 
features in the new crop outlook, and 
apprehensions of another short yield 
have doubtless played an important 
part on the week’s advance. Another 
factor has been indications that prac- 
tically all the cotton attracted to mar- 
ket by the 20-cent level has been ab- 
sorbed, as fair business has been re- 
ported in the southern spot markets 
at prices averaging well above that 
figure. 

No change was reported in the ocean 
freight situation, but allotments of Jan- 
uary tonnage are now being made and 
increased clearances are looked for this 
month. Rumors of small ginning re- 
turns probably contributed to the ad- 
Vance, but would be partly explained 
by unfavuorable weather during the last 
period.

BY UPS AND DOWNS 


Confusing Reversals Mark 
Course of Day, Rails De- 
clining on President’s Mes- 
sage, Although It Met Ex- 
pectations. 


New York, January 4.—Trading in 
stocks today was characterized by a 
succession of confusing reversals, the 
list recording no less tnan half a dozen 
advances and declines. Lower quota- 
tions prevailed at the close, important 
issues showing a preponderance of 
losses for the most part nominal.

Washington, January 4.—The admin- 
istration bill for government operation 
of railroads proposes that the govern- 
ment shall pay compensation at an an- 
nual rate as near as possible to the net 
operating income for the three years 
ended ede Be 1917. 

The bill also would 
$500,000,000 to be used as a “revolving 


fund” with the excess earnings of the le 


roads for the operation of the law. 

The bill is entitled “A bill to pro- 
vide for operation of transportation 
systems while under federal control for 
the just compensation of their owners 
and for other purposes.’ 

Provisions of the Measure. 

Section 1 provides that the presi- 

dent is authorized to agree with and
